Present bituminous coal stock? 
are relatively small. 
Because of reduced

tonnage from the mines on short 
notice. 
Total commercial stocks of bi­

Assembly was an inevitable consequence of the ousting of Alfonao X III 
and the monarchy a t Madrid in lavor of a republican form of govern­ 
ment. T ilt Kingship and the Church as a temporal lurer, have been 
-i, closely identified with each other in Spain throughout Hic centuries, 
that it was impossible for one to disappear without profoundly affect­ 
ing the status of the other. It was the popular belief that the two in­ 
stitutions worked together politically and whether this popular bel id 
was correct or erroneous wits immaterial from the standpoint of prac­ 
tical politics. 


The Republican leaders promised from the beginning that the suc- 
*e«* of their movement would mean a separation of church and state, 
and certain readjustm ents for removing religious influences horn the 
schools; and they were bound by strategic considerations as well as by 
their sense of honor, to I ult ill their pledge 
The lawless mob burnings 
of m onasteries Ui M adrid and throughout Andalusia last summer and 
other dem onstrations warned them th at in view of their insecure posi­ 
tion as rulers of the country they could not afford to hedge or 
delay 
ir the m atter of disestablishm ent. 


It is, however, a m istake to interpret offhand the action 
of

N ational Assembly as anti-religious or anti-R om an Catholic. I he bas­
